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SUB J : CCD FINAL REPORT FOR 1974 

1. AT ITS LAST PLENARY MEETING THIS YEAR, ON AUGUST 22, 

THE CCD ADOPTED ITS CUSTOMARY FINAL REPORT TO THE UNGA. 
THE REPORT FOLLOWS THE FORMAT OF PREVIOUS YEARS AND 
CONSISTS ALMOST ENTIRELY OF EXTRACTS FROM SPEECHES MADE 
AT PLENARY MEETINGS ON THE VARIOUS AGENDA ITEMS. WITH 
THE EXCEPTION OF THE SECTION RECORDING THE COMMITTEE'S 
DECISION ON ENLARGEMENT (GENEVA 5347), IT CONTAINS NO 
CONCLUSIONS OR RECOMMENDATIONS ON THE PART OF THE 
COMMITTEE. THERE IS A BRIEF REFERENCE TO THE INFORMAL 
MEETINGS WITH EXPERTS ON CHEMICAL WEAPONS THAT WERE 
HELD IN JULY, BUT THE REPORT CONFINES ITSELF TO THE 
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OBSERVATION THAT MEMBERS OF THE COMMITTEE "FOUND THESE 
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INFORMAL MEETINGS OF VALUE IN PROMOTING THEIR WORK ON 
THE QUESTION OF EFFECTIVE PROHIBITION ON CHEMICAL WEAPONS." 

2. THE SOVIETS WERE EXTREMELY COOPERATIVE IN WORKING 
ON THE DRAFT REPORT WITH THE US DEL. THEY AGREED 
WITHOUT QUESTION TO THE INCLUSION OF AMPLE EXTRACTS 
FROM US SPEECHES ON CW AND OTHER TOPICS, AND WERE 
MODERATE AND RESTRAINED IN THEIR SELECTION OF SOVIET 
STATEMENTS TO BE INCLUDED IN THE REPORT. THEIR ALLIES 
FOLLOWED THIS EXAMPLE. THE SOVIETS HAD ALSO OBVIOUSLY 
LOST MOST OF THEIR INTEREST IN COMBATTING 

ADDITIONS PROPOSED BY NON-ALIGNED DELEGATIONS CONTAINING EXTRACTS 
FROM PLENARY STATEMENTS CRITICAL OF THE SUPERPOWERS 
FOR CONTINUED NUCLEAR TESTING, LACK OF PROGRESS AT 
THE CCE, ETC. (SOVIETS DID REFUSE TO ACCEPT ONE 
MEXICAN AMENDMENT CRITICAL OF THE SUPERPOWERS' IMPLE- 
MENTATION OF ART VI OF THE NPT. MEXICANS, HOWEVER, 

COUNTERED BY REITERATING THEIR REMARKS IN A WORKING 
PAPER WHICH THEN HAD TO BE APPENDED TO THE REPORT ALONG 
WITH ALL THE OTHER WORKING PAPERS.) WHILE THIS YEAR'S 
REPORT, LIKE LAST YEAR'S, CONSEQUENTLY CONTAINS NUMERIOUS 
REFLECTIONS OF SUCH NON-ALIGNED DISSATISFACTIONS, THESE 
ARE SET AGAINST A NUMBER OF MORE BALANCED AND POSITIVE 
EXTRACTS FROM STATEMENTS BY MEMBERS OF THE WESTERN AND 
SOVIET GROUPS AND ALSO BY SOME OF THE MORE MODERATE NON-ALIGNED. 

3. AS IN PREVIOUS YEARS, THE REPORT CONTAINS A SECTION 
WITH EXTRACTS FROM SPEECHES MADE ON THE SUBJECT OF THE 
NON-PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS. NOT SURPRISINGLY, 

THIS SECTION IS PARTICULARLY LONG THIS YEAR, CONTAINING 
EXTRACTS FROM THE MANY STATEMENTS THAT WERE MADE IN 
CONNECTION WITH THE INDIAN NUCLEAR TEST. THE INDIANS 
INSISTED UPON EXTENSIVE QUOTATIONS FROM THEIR OWN REMARKS 
IN REPLY TO THE CRITICISMS OF OTHER DELEGATIONS. WHEN 

THE DRAFT WAS CONSIDERED AT AN INFORMAL MEETING THE PAK 
AND INDIAN REPRESENTATIVES BECAME LOCKED IN A WRANGLE 
OVER THE REPORT'S COVERAGE OF EACH OTHER'S STATEMENTS. 

A RECESS HAD TO BE CALLED AND THE TWO DELEGATIONS WERE 
PERSUADED TO APPROVE THE REPORT ONLY AFTER MORE OF THEIR 
REMARKS WERE INCLUDED. EVEN THEN, THE PAKS EXPRESSED 
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THEIR RESERVATION OVER THE INCLUSION OF ONE OF THE 
INDIAN STATEMENTS. THIS RESERVATION, HOWEVER, WAS 
RECORDED ONLY IN THE PLENARY VERBATIM RECORDS AND NOT 
IN THE REPORT ITSELF. 

4. THE PAK-INDIAN CONTROVERSY PROMPTED AMB BARTON 
(CANADA) TO PROPOSE THAT, IN PERIOD BEFORE NEXT CCD 
SESSION, CO-CHAIRMEN REVIEW PURPOSES AND PROCEES OF 
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ARRIVING AT FINAL REPORT AND THEN REPORT BACK TO COMMITTEE. 

AMB MISHRA (INDIA) SUPPORTED BARTON'S PROPOSAL ON UNDER- 
STANDING THAT WHATEVER CO-CHAIRMEN DECIDED CONCERNING 
REPORT WOULD BE DISCUSSED BY ALL MEMBERS OF CCD. DATE 
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
